The Ohio Power Company’ s charge for forty 
kilowatt hours is $1.99, and a f t e r February 1st, 1937, i t will be $1.90 
or twenty percent lower than the Ohio Municipal Plant average. 


You hear a lot of shouting about what the Municipal E l e c t r i c Plant 
does for the l i t t l e fellow, the "poor man". 
Benjamin Ziegler has been 
circu la tin g a misleading handbill in which he c i t e s forty c i t i e s in Ohio 
that "enjoy" the benefits of municipal ownership. 
Read in the column a t 
the l e f t the monthly b i l l "enjoyed" by small customers taking fifteen 
kilowatt hours a month which is shown for most of these forty c i t i e s ! 
For example, how would you "enjoy" paying $1.50 a month as they do in 
Bainbridge when you can get the same amount of e l e c t r i c i t y here for, half 
that co st. 


However, we don't believe in individual comparisons - le t s look at 
the record of averages. 


The average cost of fifteen kilowatt hours in all the municipal 
plants in Ohio is ninety-seven cents or th i r ty percent higher than the 
charge under our new rates for the same amount. 
Our minimum charge is 
f i f t y cents. 
The average Ohio municipal plant minimum is seventy-five 
cents or f i f t y percent higher. 
That doesn't look so good for the "poor 
man" who buys his e l e c t r i c i t y from Ohio municipal plants.

Lan­ 
don, because he had had something to say, 
actually has won an oratorical victory over 
a man who was supposed lo be unbeatable 
as a public speaker. Mr. Roosevelt literally 
has had nothing to say. 
Present slgus point to a voting victory 
for Gov Landon at the polls next Tuesday. 
There lias been no greater tribute ever paid 
to the solid qualities of honesty, sincerity 
and frankness than the sudden rise to lead 
ership of this man who. a year ago, was 
known to the country only as the executive 
who, had given the state of Kansas a sound 
and economical administration. Truly, 
the 
crisis has produced a great leader.

H K country has been made dizzy iii re­ 
cut year* by the rapidity with which 
organizations, reorganizations, and disorgan­ 
izations of 
federal 
agencies 
have 
taken 
place. Since early in 1933 no less than 165 
new governmental organisations have been 
created, mostly by executive order. There 
has been confusion, duplication, ami work­ 
ing at cross purposes in the attempts to reg 
ulate the economic life of the country. 
Seemingly the tusk of coordinating the 
complex machinery bas been 
impossible. 
Several coordinating agencies have been set 
up which bus failed to el'iilinate confusion. 
The first of these was the executive coun­ 
cil. established Ju ly ll. 1933. It was com­ 
posed of 24 persons: 
the president, the 
cabinet officers, the director of the budget, 
and the heads of the chief new government 
agencies. This super-cabinet was "to provide 
for the orderly presentation of business and 
to coordinate inter agency problems of or­ 
ganization and work of the new government 
agencies." In setting lip this organization 
Hie President was apparently following the 
precedent established by President Wilson 
in creating a so-called 
war cabinet" in th*' 
spring of ibis 
On Nov. IT, 1933, the present adminis­ 
tration created the national emergency conn 
cli. Its membership was more limited than 
thai of the executive council. It included 
the secretaries of the interior, agriculture, 
commerce and labor, a representative of 
the consumers council, and the heads of th- 
of the most Impot tant federal emergen* v 
agencies.

On October 30th, 1936 an ad was published in the East Liverpool Re­ 
view over the name of William Ashbaugh which contains some false state­ 
ments and much that is misleading. His statement that five men own the 
common stock of the Ohio Power Company is false. 
The five men men­ 
tioned own one share each to qualify them as directors. 
His statement that 
these five men declared a dividend for themselves is false. 
The only divi­ 
dends declared by The Ohio Power Company in 1935 were the regular divi­ 
dend of six dollars a share on its $100 par value preferred stock and ninety- 
two cents a share on its no par value common stock. 


The statement is made that thirty-seven cents out of every dollar paid 
for electric service went for interest and dividends. 
That statement is ap­ 
proximately correct, 
lf the city builds a municipal plant it will not have any 
“dividends” according to the Consulting Engineers employed by the Citizens 
Committee—instead it will have an annual loss of over $27,000. Loftus esti­ 
mates the greatest amount that can be secured from the sale of electricity in 
the city plant at $207,485. 
The interest on the plant cost of $1,500,000 at 
five percent would be $75,000 a year. This interest charge of $75,000 rep­ 
resents over thirty six cents out of every dollar to be paid by the 
customer for electricity from the proposed municipal plant. 


The Ohio Power is a company incorporated under the laws of this state. 
It has three kinds of securities; bonds, preferred stock and common stock. 
Its property is subject only to these securities and for every dollar of value 
of stocks and bonds there has been a dollar invested in property. 


The bonds of the Company are largely held by insurance companies, 
colleges, hospitals and privately endowed charitable institutions.
